MORE CONGRESSMEN 


The house of representatives has done 


the expected thing in planning to increase 
its membership on the new census basis. 
It is said that every decennial congress 
has done this from the beginning. The 
result has been a steady increase in the 
number of representatives nntil the house 
membership, in the opinion of many crit- 
ics has become ineffectively large. 


There is no question that a smaller 


membership would function more effi- 
ciently. The senate in recent, years has 
ttsuaUy done better work than the house, 
largely because there are fe~wer senators. 
and they are thus able to handle public 
bnsLness more simply and directly. It has 
been the experience of dozens of Ameri- 
can cities that their local affairs are bet- 
ter cared for by a small group of council- 
men or commissioners than by large eoun- 
fls. Business organizations have learned 
the superiority of small boards of direc- 
tors over large ones. 


The nouse might hare done worse. By 


takmg full advantage of the census in- 
crease and keeping the present unit of rep- 
resentation it might have added enough 
new members to raise the total from 435 
to more than 500. By raising the unit of 
representation from 211,000 to 219,000 
people per congressman, it increases the 
membership only to 483. That, however. 
is more than enough. 


It is easy to sympathize with the mo- 


tives of the present members. They could 
not have, kept the membership to its pres- 
ent Jevol without cutting down the repre- 
sentation of some states, which have lost 
slightly in population, and refusing a lib- 
eral increase of members to states that 
have had a large growth. Naturally they 
do not want to incur the unpopularity of 
such a move, but it is unfortunate, none 
the less. And it is not really necessary. 
Stricter limitation of membership would 
impose no real injustice, and any fancied 
injustice would soon be forgotten. 


THE TOLL 


More than 3,800 persons were killed by 


automobiles in the United States during 
the past year, according to the Census 
bureau. Their number equals the popu- 
lation of any average city ward, or of 
many a county seat. They were killed at 
the rate of more than ten a day. or about 
one every two hours. 


Mortality from 
diseases once greatly 


dreaded has been materially reduced. In 
many communities typhoid has been, all 
but wiped out. Diphtheria no longer holds 
its old terrors. Yellow fever is almost ex- 
tinct. But man's own folly, neglect and 
carelessness is substituting new forms of 
death in place of those he has conquered. 
Through carefulness probably nine-tenths 
of the fatal automobile accidents might 
have been avoided. Lives are lost in fran- 
tic efforts to save seconds. 


A large number of the years' fatalities 


resulted from grade crossing accidents in 
•which whole families were exterminatod. 
In many instances there was a desire; "lo 
beat the train across." In other cases, 
crossings were unguarded or the vi^w of 
the approaching train obscured by stand- 
ing freight cars. 
Jji almost all instances 


somebodj'- •was to blame: somebody was 
careless: somebody was thoughtless. 


The casualties from automobile acci- 


dents are rapidly reaching 1 he point where 
intervention by law in the form of more 
stringent regulation of automobile driv- 
ing is a necessity. It is not impossible 
the day will come when it will be 
•unlawful to own a motor car that will 
travel over 25 or 30 miles an hour. From 
present tendencies that seems to be the on- 
]y practical way to prevent speeding and 
reckless driving. Protection of the pub- 


lic, and the prevention of accidents to us- 
ers of motor cars themselves are of far 
greater importance than 
to satisfy the 


~-hims for excitement and fast driving by 
those who refused to obey the law. 


THE IMMIGRATION BILL 


The only danger iu connection with the 


immigration bill that has passed the house 
is that the tlie senate will give it so many 
loophole amendments as to make it inef- 
fective. 


It is not claimed that this measure is 


perfect. It is admittedly a temporary ex- 
pedient, calculated to stop the flood of im- 
migration for a year to enable congress to 
work out a wise and permanent policy— 
build a dam of the necessary height and 
strength, 
with suitable floodgates and 


sluices, so that hereafter the country may 
admit the people it needs and wants and 
keep out those it does not need or want. 


The newspapers of the country indicate 


that public sentiment is almost unanimous- 
ly in favor of this step. The senate should 
neither interfere 
nor delay. 
Any con- 


structive views that any senators have re- 
garding immigration fan better be of- 
fered as contributions to a permanent so- 
lution, later on. during the respite that 
the house bill will provide. 


The highest consideration for our own 


people demands the enactment of this le- 
gislation. Under present conditions it 
would be most unwise and most unjust to 
permit the unrestricted flow of immigra- 
tion to continue. Our,first duty is to our 
own people, and we must, discharge that 
responsibility before we undertake to dis- 
charge duties for other peoples. Being 
only temporary this measure, while per- 
mitting us to protect our own interests for 
the time being, will also enable us to per- 
fect a more consistent 
and satisfactory 


immigration policy.

A VICTORY FOE CHINA 


Not long asro Baron Hayashi. 
chi^f 


Japanese delegate to Genera, gave an 'in- 
terview iu which he said that it would be 
many years before 
China could hope to 


take rank with The preat powers of the 
world. Dr. "Wellington Koo. head of the 
Chinese delegation, and ambassador to the 
United States, merely smiled, and cour- 
teously expressed his regret that so un- 
kind a remark should have bee.n made. 


Dr. Koo bided his time, as in the way 


of his race, and as he had done from the 
beginning, lie did not 
even press the 


Chinese demand for action by the League 
assembly regarding the continued occu- 
pation of the Shantung peninsula by Ja- 
pan. He made no speeches. But he worked 
quietly and effectively, and-he achieved 
results. The other day it was announced, 
to the world's surprise, that China had 
been elected to membership in the League 
council, in place of Grocce. That chang- 
es the whole .Asiatic situation. 


The League covenant provides for nine 


members in the council, which is the ex- 
ecutive body of the League. Five of these 
are permanent. They are Great Britain, 
France. Italy, Japan and—if this country 
joins—the United States. The other four 
are temporary and elective. For the first 
year they have been Belgium. Brazil, 
Spain and Greece. The assembly* facing 
the duty of choosing the members for the 
next year, re-elected the first three and, 
disregarding On. _>ce because it hud repu- 
diated the allies and recalled King Con- 
si antine. gave the place to China. 


Though nominally temporary, it is like- 


ly that China will retain the place indefi- 
nitely unless unexpected weakness should 
develop in the Chinese republic or in its 
representation. 
This means that China 


will have as' much 'to say in the League 
about Asiatic problems and world affairs 
as Japan has. It is a notable victory for 
China, the oldest nation represented at 
Geneva, and for Dr. Koo. 1lie youngest of 
the diplomats matching their brains there. 


HOW TO VENTILATE THE OFFICE? 


In the past six years I have found but one seri- 


ous student of the subject intimating that exposure 
or chilling of the body In any way predisposes to 
pneumonia. 
He was a leader in the 
differential 


diagnosis of lung fever due to the various types of 
the Pneumococcus and the application ot the cor- 
responding anti-pneumococcic eerum in treatment. 
In a valuable essay describing these important pro- 
cedures he referred incidently to the 
open 
air 


treatment, and cited the case of a nurse who refused 
to bundle herself up sufficiently while attending a 
pneumonia patient in the open air in cold weather. 
The nurse -went up and came down with lung fever 
herself. 
Nurses are always doing something to 


arouse dissension among the doctors. 
"Well, the 


way this pneumonia expert described it an uncriti- 
cal reader might assume that the nurse took cold 
and the cold settled in her lungs. But I just like to 
be different from every one else. So I suggested 
to the pneumonia expert that possibly the nurse 
had become infected by the patient—stranger things 
happen in everyday practice. I opined that such in- 
fection was even the probable explanation of the 
nurse's pneumonia, if, as the expert had pointed 
out, 
she had not been properly dressed 
for her 


work, for, to my mind, at any rate, that implied 
that she wore no mask and hence was open to any 
stray droplets of germ-laden moisture the patient 
may have unwittingly coughed out or spattered in 
conversation. 


Of course my lucubrations didn't change the pneu- 


monia expert's mind. Although his essay showed 
how the disease is caused by certain 
typos or 


strains of the Pneumococcus, he still found himself 
saddled with the catching cold delusion. Lots of 
tine doctors are hard ridden by that delusion. It is 
bred in them.

ventilation in offices today, and that is old Auntie

The only objection is that the habitual use 
of a physic impairs the natural sens'itiveness of re- 
sponse to food stimulus and therefore in the long 
run aggravates the constipated habit. Constipation 
is nothing more than a bad habit in the majority 
of cases.
